Urg e

New York . February 21

ernor Frank O Bowden of Illinois > 
and Henry A. Wallace, publisher j 
of Wallace's Farm er of Iowa, have ; 
united 
in an open letter 
to the 
farmers of America urging the re- j 
consideration of the inter-govern­ 
mental debts as an essential pre­ 
lude 
to the return 
of prosperity ; 
The letter was made public by Al­ 
fred P. Sloan, Jr., president of the 
General Motors Corporation, and j 
Chairman of the Committee for the j 
Consideration 
of 
Inter-G overn- j 
mental Debts. 
The letter stresses the "vital im­ 
portance” 
of export mark ets 
to 
many of the country's basic indus­ 
tries and ventures the opinion that 
a revision of the war debts, while 
not a cure-all, would mark “the 
beginning 
of a return 
to better 
times.” 
The former Governor of Illinois 
ind Mr. Wallace declare that pay­ 
ment under present conditions is 
extremely difficult li not impossi­ 
ble. 
They urge action by the Am­ 
erican government 
calculated 
to 
mak e the Laiuanne Agreement a 
permanent settlem ent 
The letter 
toncludes with an opjieal for clos­ 
er cooperation with the nations of 
the world, reading in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“Will the nation; of the world 
perm it this cooperation to be brok ­ 
en down in a controversy over the 
debts? 
Isn’t It the sensible thing 
for us to do to sit down with our 
debtors 
and attem pt 
to come to 
some fair and just settlem ent oi 
this vexatious question? 
T hat i 
what wc do in private life. 
If om 
debtor 
finds himself 
in financial 
difficulties and defaults in payment 
due us, we arrange a conference 
with him. We may find it wise to 
greatly

his indebtedness 
And particularly is this so if he has 
been our go<\ customer in the past 
and is lik ely to be again.” 
The letter, in full, rends as fol­ 
lows: 
“It is said that the inter-gov­ 
ernm ental debts growing out of the 
war are legal and moral obligations 
of the debtor nations.

Those who oppose any re- i 
adjustm ent of the war debts lay 
special emphasis upon one or more 
of these claims. The m on im port­ 
ant question,

"The present depression, unex- I

Purchasers of day-old chick s were 
urged by 
the 
Illinois Agriculture 
D epartm ent today to deal with ac­ 
credited hatcheries whose products 
hav e passed the state inspection. 
The departm ent 
explains 
tha t 
chick s fiom incubation plants con­ 
ducted under state regulations are 
designated “Illinois State Standard 
Accredited Chick s” and the pack ­ 
ages bear a label giving the regis­ 
tration num ber of the hatchery and 
the date the chick s 
were hatched. 
In addition, the label, shaped lik e 
the m ap of Illinois, 
carries a re­ 
production of the state seal 
This designation, the regulations 
state, can 
be used 
only on ship­ 
m ents of chick s from the accreditel 
hatcheries. 
It indicates 
tha t the 
plant is 
properly 
conducted, and 
tha t the chick s were 
hatched from 
eggs produced by flock s that passed 
inspection. 
The flock insjxetion, perform ed 
at the request and at the expense 
of the poultry 
breeders 
and the 
hatchery operators, 
requires 
that 
all specimens have measured up to 
regulation as to breed, variety, vi­ 
tality and productivity. 
At the beginning of each hatch­ 
ing Reason, all hatcheries and the 
flock s tha t qualify to produce state

inspected to insure their conformi­ 
ty w ith the state regulations.
